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HAS WALKER OISAPPEARED ? 


HE FAILS TO SHOW UP TO 
WAIVE EXAMINATION, 


His Attorney Asks for Another Ad- 
journment and [Magistrate Flammer 
Makes the Examination Peremptory 
for Friday, October 14. 


Frank R. Walker failed to appear to 
waive examination before Magistrate 
Flammer in the Harlem Police Court on 
Thursday, as Franklin Bien, his attorney, 
said he would at the previous hearing on 
September 16. Neither was Mr. Bien 
present, or anybody representing him. 

The district attorney's office was repre- 

sented by Detective P. F. Gargan, who 
bore a message from Assistant District At- 
torney Charles Le Barbier stating that he 
had received.a letter the day before from 
the attorney for the defense, asking for 
a further adjournment. Mr. Le Barbier 
called attention to the fact that this was the 
third time the defendant Walker had asked 
for an adjournment, and asked that a date 
be set upon which the case would have to 
be tried. Magistrate Flammer set Friday, 
October 14, at 2:30 Pp. M., and stated that 
the examination must take place on that 
date. 
, Both to Magistrate Flammer_and to a re- 
porter for Tar Paper Trave Journa De- 
tective P. F. Gargan, of Captain McClus- 
ky’s office, stated that he feared Frank R. 
Walker had left town. 

On Wednesday of this week Assistant 
District Attorney Le Barbier received the 
following communication from Franklin 
Bien, attorney for Frank R. Walker, in the 
case of the people against Walker, charg- 
ing him with grand larceny: 

New York, October 5, 1898. 
Hon, Charles Le Barbier: 

My Dear Mr. Le Barbier—I am engaged in the 
trial of actions which are being held in Trial 
Term, Part 5, Special Term, Part 5 (the case be- 
ing marked ready), and cannot proceed with the 
Walker examination to-morrow. I would suggest 
that you adjourn it until the week of October jist, 
as there are no courts then, it being the fifth week 
of the term, I have not been able to get my client 
to consent to waiving examination up to the 
present time. 

Kindly let me know whether this is agreeable 
to you, otherwise I must send up an affidavit to 
the judge to-morrow.

WRITING PAPER COMBINATION. 


No Rapid Progress Has Been Made 
as Yet. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


HOLYOKE, Mass., October 6, 1898. 

I asked a local fine writing man this 
afternoon the status of the proposed fine 
writing. combination and- he. said: ‘Not 
this year, I guess.” It is evidently going to 
take more time to organize the fine writing 
mills than some of the projectors thought 
at the outset, and it is doubtful if any or- 
ganization will be completed this year un- 
less matters take a different turn witain a 
short time. For some reason the Holyoke 
mills seem to be opposed to going into 
any combination at present, and while there 
is little doubt but what the combination will 
come eventually it is thought to ‘be some 
ways off; Té many of thé nianiifacturers it is 
a question whether an organization would 
pay the mills going into it, but if the com- 
panies received their price, as did the enve- 
lope companies going into the envelope 
deal, this would not be a matter for the 
men selling out to consider. Holyokers at 
large are much interested in the proposed 
combination and the city’s interests are 
thought to be involved if the project is car- 
ried through upon any such lines as the 
trusts seem to be forming now. With all of 
the mills in Holyoke under one manage- 
ment would the city be as prosperous as at 
present is a question which many of. the 
citizens interested in the paper world and 
the city of Holyoke are asking themselves. 

There is some quiet work being done 
tending toward the combination of the fine 
writing mills, but whether this will be suc- 
cessful remains for future deveiopments to 
determine. The annual meetings of some 
of the mills will be held within a few 
months and at these meetings the matter 
can be discussed. Nearly every paper man 
is of the opinion that something should be 
done to further the interests of the paper 
makers, All other business is being consol- 
idated and the paper business is now one 
of the great industries to be left out of 
combination. I am told that it will be im- 
possible to take some of the local fine writ- 
ing mills into any new company unless a 
pretty strong organization is formed. The 
managers of some of the local mills say 
that they would rather remain out of a 
combination than go into a small sized one, 
which would go to pieces in case any op- 
position came up, On the other hand I 
am told that no attempt will be made to 
get the big mills into the combination until 
a company fully organized and equipped 
can be shown them, and then it is thought 
to be only a question of price whether the 
big companies come in or not. The little 
companies will not be taken in till after 
the larger ones have been got, as it will be 
easier to take the little fellows with the big 


ones than vice versa. H,

DEATH OF J. 6. | AIGHARDSON, 


THE ASSAULT BY BY HIS PARTNER 
PROVES FATAL. 


——, 





The Assailant, W. J. Haldeman, Pleads 
Not Guilty and Is Released on 
$5,000 Bail—The Case the Topic of 
the Day—History of the Deceased. 


DAYTON, Ohio, October 5, 1898. 

President J. C. Richardson, of the 
Haldeman Paper Company, is dead. 

Despite the later hope of physicians, as 
chronicled in these columns last week, the 
earlier prophecies were fulfilled and the 
veteran paper manufacturer passed away 
early Sunday morning, surrounded by lov- 
ing members of his family. 

Death was due to acute nephritis, which 
resulted from the wound inflicted by a re- 
volver in the hands of his business part- 
ner, W. J. Haldeman. 

The tragedy has been the sole topic of 
conversation in paper trade circles the past 
week, and all are duly agitated over the af- 
fair. Those who knew the assassin and 
the victim intimately are shocked immeas- 
urably, and can scarcely realize the true 
story of the affair. 

It seems that Mr, Richardson had im- 
proved steadily until Friday midnight, 
when his condition assumed a more aggra- 
vated form, However, hopes were still 
entertained until Saturday when, early in 
the evening, the attending physicians were 
forced to admit the worst. 

The deceased was sixty-four years of 
age, having been born in Butler, Pa., Feb- 
ruary 28, 1834. 

While yet very: young he accompanied 
his family to New Baltimore, Ohio, and 
subsequently to Hamilton, where he was 
employed by S. Hazelton, a wholesale mil- 
liner. Finally Richardson purchased the 
establishment and later engaged in the 
grocery business, making a fortune during 
the war. 

In 1856 he married Miss Richardson, 
who died a year later, one child having 
been born to the couple. In 1862 he was 
wedded to Miss Adaline Haldeman, sister 
of her husband’s slayer, and a daughter of 
the late Captain Haldeman, Ten children 
were born, eight of whom survive. Mrs. 
Richardson died in 1885, and Mr. Richard- 
son was united in marriage to Mrs. Emma 
Gill in 1891. 

After his marriage to Miss Haldemar 
Mr, Richardson joined his interests with 
W. J. Haldeman and the Haldeman Pa- 
per Company was thus formed, It was a 
prominent concern, and enjoyed a pros- 
perous life. Mr. Richardson was at 
the head of the Richardson Paper Com-

The funeral occurred on Tuesday from 
the deceased’s late residence in Glendale, 
and was largely attended. Rev. Dr. Ben- 
edict, rector of the Episcopal church, offi- 
ciated, the deceased having been a mem- 
ber of this church, All of the employees 
of the mill attended the funeral in a body. 

Haldeman was brought back to Cincin- 


nati from Chicago, whither he had gone 
to take refuge with friends. He was 
charged with manslaughter. An inquest 
was conducted.

2 rosin sizing are steadily increasing as the 
paper trade find out its advantages and re- 
liability, and that at the low price at which 
this article is now offered it does not pay 
mills to make their own size any more. The 
manufacturer says that it requires consider- 
ably less of this size to size 1,000 pounds 
of paper than of mill size. 
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PAPER-MAKERS’ QUIZ*— XXX. 
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Question.—I have been trying to dry pa- 
per with exhaust steam and did not do as 
well with it as I wanted to do.. Why is it 
that I cannot dry rather thick paper with 
t pound back pressure on the engine? I 
have been informed that there is nearly as 
much heat in steam at 1 pound pressure as 
there is in steam at 5 or 10 pounds’ pressure, 
but if there is I can’t get the combination, 
for as soon as the steam gets up to 2% 
pounds the paper will dry. As soon as the 
steam falls below that point I can’t do a 
thing until there is more back pressure on 
the engine, or a little live steam is turned 
into the exhaust. What is the reason of 
all this? 

Answer.—To dry paper we pass it over 
hot surfaces by which the water in the pa- 
per is vaporized, or turned into steam, after 
which it passes off into the atmosphere. It 
is desired to heat the dryers by steam. In 
order to do this a certain amount of steam 
must be condensed in the dryers. In no 
other. way than by condensing can heat 
be extracted from the steam that passes 
into the dryers. The water into which the 
steam condenses must be removed from 
the dryers as fast as it collects. The only 
way in which the water can get out is to 
pass up the pipe arranged for that purpose. 
In doing this the water has to rise vertical- 
ly one-half the diameter of the dryers, or 
about 18 inches for a 36-inch dryer. If 
larger dryers are used the distance will be 
greater. To raise water this distance re- 
quires a certain pressure. It is about 1 
pound for every 2 feet of water, therefore 
it will take nearly 1 pound pressure in the 
dryer to force the water up the syphon or 
drip pipe. Any pressure in the pipe into 
which the syphon discharges will require as 
much additional steam pressure in the 
dryer to get rid of the water. 

If there be 1 pound pressure in that pipe 
then 2 pounds’ pressure of steam is required 
to make the water barely dribble out of the 
syphon pipe. To get a decent flow there 
must be a little more pressure—say another 
pound, and this brings the total back pres- 
sure on the engine up to the point at which 
complaint is made. If the attempt be made 
to run with less pressure the water will 
collect in the bottom of the dryer until the 
vertical distance the water has to be raised 
has so decreased that the steam pressure 
is sufficient to push the water out of the 
dryers. There is one way of increasing the 
back pressure in the dryers which is so 
idiotic that I am amazed that any intelli- 
gent paper maker should ever attempt it,

but some of them do. It is this—they 
throttle down the drip pipe leading from 
the dryers, closing the valve until the pres- 
sure in the dryers rises to the point desired. 
Then they sit down and wonder why “in 
Sam Hill” the exhaust drying system won't 
work? 

If the drip pipe can be 
shape where it enters the common drain 
that it will always remain full of water then 
the pressure at which the water of conden- 
sation will syphon off will be considerably 
reduced and the’ back pressure necessary 
will be lessened accordingly. But this is 
a hard thing to do for water that is at or 
nearly at the boiling pressure, owing to the 
steam and vapor which collects in the upper 
part of the syphon and prevents the water 
from pulling over. It is from all or sone 
of the above mentioned things that the 
pressure of 3 or 4 pounds becomes neces- 
It is not because the steam at 1 pound 
pressure is not hot enough. It is on ac- 
count of geting rid of the water. Conse- 
quently the Paul system, which removes all 
back pressure from the dryers, is able to 
“coax” the water out as fast as it is con- 
densed, allowing the low-pressure steam to 
do the work. It must be remembered that 
steam pressure does not commence at the 
atmosphere, but at 14 or 15 pounds below. 
It is for this reason that paper can be and 
is dried at a pound or two below atmos- 
pheric pressure when the Paul system is

Question.—What good does alum do in 
size? How much of it should be used and 
why? 

Answer.—With rosin size the alum is of 
no use whatever, save as a means of sup- 
plying the amount of sulphuric acid neces- 
sary to precipitate the rosin which is com- 
bined with the soda that is used in making 
the rosin soap. Therefore the alum is only 
a means of getting the rosin into and on 
the paper. With animal size it is different. 
Then alum is used for its tanning or con- 
tracting qualities, but it is of no more use 
then than other chemicals of similar action. 
As far as the waterproofing qualities are 
concerned alum is of no value whatever for 
that purpose, the opinions of many old pa- 
per makers to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. Neither does alum add anything to 
the value of starch when the latter is added 
to rosin size. And that addition should 
never be made, for it is of no value in most 
cases. It is simply the throwing away of so 
much money in the shape of the cost of the 
starch and the time spent working it. 

Question.—What is “rosin soap,” how 
is it made, and of what value is it in en- 
gine sizing? 

Answer.—Rosin soap is really an emul- 
sion—if I may be allowed to thus use the 
term—of rosin and soda with water. What 
is usually known as an emulsion is made of 
oil’ and water, some alkali being used to

The reason why rosin is first made into 
a soap or an emulsion is for the purpose of 
getting it into the If we 
furnish the rosin directly into the engine it 
could not be divided fine enough to permit 
of its covering all the fibres of the paper as 
well as of filling all the interstices between 
the fibres. This is what is expected of rosin 
size, and to enable 
dose the rosin with something that allows it 
to mix with water—that’s where the soda 
Then when the rosin soap is all 
mixed through the paper we must get rid 
of the soda that has been mixed with the 
rosin. That is where the alum comes in. 
The sulphuric acid in the alum combines 
with the soda in the size and lets the rosin 
go free again, and the rosin being left or 
deposited all over the pulp makes it water- 
proof—and that is what we want sizing to 
do. If we could cut the rosin directly in 
alcohol or some similar substance, mix it 
with the pulp and then evaporate out the

Your correspondent has heard many ru- 
mors this week concerning the organiza- 


tion of the new envelope company to be lo- 


cated in Springfield. It cannot be stated 
whether there will be a new company or 
not, but the rumors that are being circu- 


lated must originate from some source and 
for some purpose. One man equally as 
well informed as another will tell you that 
there is to be no new company and that 
the talk is simply “bluff,’”’ while the other 
fellow will say that he believes that the 
company will be organized within a few 
months and that there will be half a mil- 
lion of dollars behind it. I had a long talk 
this afternoon with a man well posted in the 
envelope business and he tells me that in 
his opinion a company starting in with $500,- 
000 capital could compete successfully with 
the United States. Envelope Company. He 
says that it would require fully that amount 
of money to run a successful competition 
with it. The company named, in his opinion, 
paid fully $3,000,000 more for the plants of 
the companies which were bought up than 
the same plants could be constructed for. 
He considers the project for organizing a 
new company in Springfield a good one 
and one that will pay, if it is rightly man- 
aged. The capital with which it is pro- 
posed to organize the new company will 
equip a plant superior to anything now in 
existence. An envelope machine can be 
purchased for about $700 and with the 
amount of capital proposed a hustling plant 
could be established. 

There is no prospect that the new com- 
pany would be bought up by the United 
States Envelope Company until at least 
such time as the competition proved too 
great for the trust to stand. A man well 
acquainted with the envelope trade told me 
recently that he thought there was room for 
the new company and that the trust was not 
in a position to stand a great deal of com- 
petition. Should the new company start in 
there will be a lively competition for a time, 
although the managers of the United States 
Company look upon the scheme with dis- 
trust and say that the organizing of the new 
company will not affect them or the prices 
charged’ by them in any way whatever.

were killed and half a score were injured. 
Two days after this disaster the roof of a 
new Pennsylvania paper mill fell, severely 
injuring seven men, one of whom it is 
thought will die. In one case the calamity 
was the work of the elements, and so im- 
possible to escape; in the other the disaster 
would seem to be due to criminal negli- 


gence somewhere. 





Some weeks ago bids for supplying the 
State of Ohio with paper were opened by 
the State officials. Having a suspicion 
that there was an understanding between 
the bidders, the printing board rejected all 
proposals. There was a readvertisement, 
and on Monday of this week the second 
set of proposals were opened, and as will 
be seen by the awards made, as reported in 
another column, Ohio will save some 
money. At the first bidding super calen- 
dered book went at 4.18c.; this time it 
drops to 2.82c.; cover, which was quoted at 
4.15c. at the first bidding, now goes at 
3.14c., and so the figures run through al- 
most the entire list. The paper manufac- 
turer can find very little comfort in the fig- 


ures. 








In its issue of last Monday the New 
York Sun takes up some statements made 
by a Maine paper as to the wall paper com- 
bination, and uses them as a text on which 
to preach a short sermon. In the course 
of its remarks the Sun says: “Trusts, as 
an attractive, economical form of manag- 
ing a business, are now getting to be built 
up rather hastily, and the latter end of 
some of them cannot be very late. Such 
of them as imprudently are entered into 
and conducted invite disaster, and the invi- 
tation will be accepted. All of them have 
their obvious weaknesses, as well as their 
advantages. One of the former is the dif- 
ficulty of securing for a combination of 
concerns the same careful supervision that 
the proprietors of each concern were ac- 
customed to give to it.” That last sen- 
tence states clearly and concisely a weak- 
ness which is one of the main disadvan- 
tages of the trust form of operating, and 
one which has proved fatal in many in- 
stances and will prove fatal in many more. 
By careful personal attention, by putting 
his energy and intelligence and industry 
into his work, a man builds up a successful 
manufacturing business. His co-laborers 
in the same field do the same, and after a 
time the competition becomes so keen that 
the competitors get together and form a 
trust or combination. When that trust or 
combination is in full operation the indi- 
vidual owner, whose work was formerly 
limited to the development of his own 
plant, has no more interest in his plant 
than in any other owned by the trust with 
which he has identified himself. His in- 
terest has become more general; it is 
thinned out, and while it covers more 
ground it lacks that peculiar quality which 
made it a winning quantity when he was 
at the head of his own individual establish- 
ment. Then, again, he degenerates froma 
manufacturer into a Wall Street gambler. 
Instead of giving to his business the “same 
careful supervision” which he did when he 
was an individual owner and endeavoring 
to make money by producing merchandise 
for the market, he seeks for a shorter road 
to wealth, and becomes a student of the 
“ticker.” Instead of watching the market 
in which the manufactured product is sold 
he watches the market in which the stocks 
and bonds of his trust are juggled, and per- 
chance becomes one of the jugglers him- 
self. There have been many trusts and 
combinations organized with Wall Street 
attachments, and they now for the most 
part are wrecks, pointing a warning which 
in many cases is unheeded. Industries 


which have been creatures of healthy 
growth, and which have been profitable to 
the various owners engaged in them, have 
been consolidated in trusts and combina- 


tions, which, starting out under the most 


favorable conditions, have gone to smash, 


spreading ruin and disaster simply and 


solely because those who guided their des- 














tinies operated them not as healthy, pro- 
ducing agencies, but as means whereby it 
was sought to pull money out of Wall 
Street. It is not yet too late for the les- 
sons taught by the history of trusts to be 
learned.

THE LUKE USHER TRIAL, 





Some Testimony of Interest to the 


Paper Trade.

counts charging false returns to the comp- 
troller. This was a clever move and as- 
tonished the Government attorney, Mr. 
Close. There was nothing of special inter- 
est to the paper trade in the first two days 
of the trial, as it was sought by the prose- 
cution to show that Mr. Usher altered the 
reports made out by the cashier of the de- 
funct bank to be sent to the Comptroller of 
the Currency, On the third day Josiah 
Van Vranken, national bank examiner, who 
was appointed receiver of the bank, was 
placed on the stand, and the fun began. 
Mr. Ginn showed that Mr. Van Vranken 
was not friendly to Mr. Usher, and had re- 
fused to let him have his private papers, 
which were locked up in a tin box in the 
safe of the bank. The receiver made out 


an itemized statement for Mr. Usher, show- 
ing that he owed the bank $174,147.79 when 


the bank failed. Mr. Usher disclaimed 
certain items which, being deducted, left 
the amount assumed by Mr. Usher $146,- 
001.40. 

On the redirect examination Mr. Van 
Vranken stated that a large number of 
shares of stock in the Piercefield Paper and 
Mining Company were turned over to the 
bank in April, 1896, by Mr. Usher, as se- 


curity for certain indebtedness he owed the 


bank. After the failure of the bank Mr. 
Usher gave the receiver an additional lot of 
the same stock for the same purpose. The 
certificates of this stock were exhibited and 
identified by the witness. He then, went 
into an elaborate description of the finan- 
cial troubles of the paper company. He 
said that after the company failed in Janu- 
ary, 1897, the plant was bid in by the Inter- 
national Paper Company, of which ex-Gov. 
Roswell P. Flower is a leading stockholder. 

Mr. Ginn here took up the examination 
and asked some very pointed questions. 

“Did you not know when you sold the 
paper mill plant to the International Pa- 
per Company that the price paid was noth- 
ing near the real value of the plant?” 

“I did not.” 

“What was the price paid you by the In- 
ternational Paper Company?” 

“The purchase price was $160,000.” 

“Did you not know that this would not 
pay the cost of the mill?” 

“I did not.” 

“Well, do you know that this plant is 
now paying 14 per cent. on the invest- 
ment?” asked Mr. Ginn. 

“T do’ not,” was the answer. 

A few more immaterial questions regard- 
ing the plant closed this part of the ex- 
amination. ~ 

On Thursday Mr. Usher himself took the 
stand, and after explaining how he had ac- 
cepted a great number of notes from his 
relatives in order to assist them, and in this 
way he incurred the major portion of his 
liability to the bank, he went into the af- 
fairs of the paper company under examina- 
tion of Mr. Ginn. 

“Was the stock of the Piercefield Paper 
and Mining Company, which was turned 
over to the bank, placed there by you as 
collateral security?” asked Mr. Ginn. 

“It was,” replied Mr. Usher. 

“When was it given to the bank?” 

“I cannot remember the exact date, but 
it was before the receiver was appointed.” 

“How many shares were turned over to 
the bank?” 

“One thousand, four hundred and two 
shares at a par value of $100 per share, 
making the value of the lot $140,200,” 

“In what capacity were you connected 
with the company?” 

“I was its president.” 

“What was the capital of the company?” 

“It had a capital of $400,000, and I owned 
all the capital stock with the exception of 
$14,000.” , 

Mr. Usher also went on to tell of 34,000 
acres of Adirondack timber land, from the 
product of which the pulp was made. 
The mill was intended originally to have a 
capacity of jo tons a day, but it was so 
well constructed that 40 tons was the daily 
product. 
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When asked as to the real value of the 


paper and pulp mill plant, Mr. Usher said: 


“In view of its productiveness and the 
money invested in it I considered it worth 
over 000, I considered the stock to 
be worth twice its par value.” 

In response to questions regarding the 
paper company’s failure, Mr. Usher said: 

“Although our stock was perfectly goo 
it was impossible for us to raise money on 
it at that time. The money market was in 
such a shaky condition that money could 
not be obtained under any conditions. 
After the stock had passed into the hands 
of the receiver of the bank, I heard that he 
was going to sell this stock for 70 cents on 
the dollar to the International Paper Com- 
pany, the arrangements having been made 
through ex-Governor Flower. I went to 
Receiver Van Vranken and protested 
against the sale of the stock at 70 cents, be- 
cause I knew it was worth more. Van 
Vranken finally claimed that he had parted 
with the stock. At any rate the Interna- 
tional Paper Company has the stock now 
and secured it atthe 70 cents on the 
dollar.” | 

Mr. Usher also acknowledged that he 
had advanced money on three notes given 
by the High Falls Sulphite Pulp and Min- 
ing Company. 

On Friday Edward Everett, Mr. Ginn’s 
law partner, was examined briefly regard- 
ing ‘the property of the Piercefield Paper 
and Mining Company. 

Chester B. Drinker, former bookkeeper 
and manager of the paper company, testi- 
fied that he was familiar with the relations 
between the bank and the paper company. 
Mr. Close tried to prove through him that 
certain of the paper company’s drafts were 


fictitious, but failed. William H. Farrabee, 
an employe of the paper company, testified 
that the paper company was paying its new 


proprietors very well this year. At this 
point the Government's attorney objected 
to the way Mr. Ginn conducted the exam- 
ination. The latter replied that he wanted 
to show that the paper company had made 
a profit of $7,000 last May and $42,000 up 
to the first of last July. W. E. T.

Thomas F. Ring, one of Boston's old-

He was appointed by the mayor 
in March, 1892, on the committee on pub- 
lic institutions, and was called to serve on 
the citizens’ relief committee in 1893. lic 
was appointed by Mayor Quincy on the 
advisory board on. public institutions in 
1896, serving as chairman of the commit- 
tee-On children’s institutions, and worked 
to secure the passage of the bill for the 
separation of public institutions, which w«> 
enacted in 1897.

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AMONG THE MILLS.

NEw YORK, October 6, 1898. 

Last week I promised to describe the 
Non-Antem digesters, as installed at the 
new pulp and paper mills of the Lauren- 
tide Company at Grande Mére, P. Q. 
Like most other digesters, it is made with 
a steel shell in the ordinary manner com- 
mon to all digesters. It is in the lining 
that the great departure from other digest- 
ers’ is made. The Non-Antem digester 
really has four separate and distinct lin- 
ings. First, the inside of the shell, which 
must be made perfectly smooth and the in- 
side ends of all the rivets countersunk, is 
covered with sheet lead three-sixteenths of 
an inch thick. This lining is put in place 
with great care, as, in fact, are all, the lin- 
ings. The sheets of lead are cut and fitted 
snugly to the steel, then the seams are all 
burned with a flame made from the com- 
bustion of hydrogen gas, thus insuring a 
very clean flame, which will not oxidize as 
badly as a blow-pipe flame from ordinary 
illuminating gas. The second lining con- 
sists of special brick made for the purpose, 
and closely resembling ordinary firebrick 
in color and outward appearance. These 
bricks are laid with thé greatest possible 
care, and being made from special draw- 
ings they fit together so closely that only 
a very little cement is necessary to fill the 
interstices between the bricks. Such is the 
care exercised in laying these bricks that 
a row or. circle around the inside of the di- 
gester is first laid.up with the bricks dry. 
They are fitted together very closely while 
this is being done, any projecting corners 
or sides which might keep the bricks apart 
ever so little being carefully removed by 
the masons. After the bricks are thus 
fitted they are removed and replaced one 
by one with the thinnest possible “butter- 
ing” of cement between them. 

In this manner-the brick lining is laid 
up almost solid, and the thin body of ce- 
ment fills the cracks so thoroughly that a 
hammer test of the surface of the brick 
lining fails to disclose any place whatever 
which does not give out the clean, solid 
ring which tells that the bricks are all well 
fitted and made perfectly solid with the 
joint-filling cement. The cementing mate- 
rial used for filling the joints consists of 
the best Portland cement to be obtained. 
Sometimes this is used neat, at other times 
it is mixed with certain proportions of sil- 
ica in the form of ‘old firebricks ground 
up and sifted. This stuff has to be mixed 
as used, as it sets very quickly. 

Another sheeting of lead is then put on 
inside of the brick, the latter being made 
as smooth as possible inside, to receive the 
lead. This lead lining is also closely fitted 
and the seams burned, so that the lead lin- 
ing is continuous. A second brick lining 
is now put inside of the second casing of 
lead; and if possible even more care is 
taken to fit the second bricks than with 
the first. When the second brick lining is 
finished the digester is ready for use as far 
as the lining is concerned. The shell is 
made of such thickness of steel that will 
withstand the pressure carried, which 
ranges from 100 to 125 pounds per square 
inch. For 15-feet digesters the sheet thick- 
ness is necessarily from one inch to an inch 
and a quarter. The capacity of any of the 
digesters may be ascertained by finding the 
cubic capacity of the concern, and then al- 

wing that one cubic foot of internal di- 
zester space will cook from 4% to 5§ 
pounds of dry pulp. 

The sizes of digesters as commonly con- 
tructed are given herewith, and the ap- 
proximate capacity of each size is given 
lso—to wit, 10 x 30 feet, 3 tons; 14 x 35 
et, 6 tons; 14x 38 feet, 8 toms; 14x 45 
et, 10 tons; 15 x 42 feet, 10 tons.

And I will tell it, not to find fault with the 
mill where it is, but that some other mill 
man may avoid these things in his own 
mill. The things in question were these: 
In the building of a new mill the floor of 
the cellar was placed so low that the waste 
water all had to be pumped out during cer 
tain stages of the river. In addition to 
this, no provision whatever was made for 


of the mill, out of the cellar, which was 
made perfectly flat over all its surface. The 
condition of things when that mill was 
started can well be imagined. 


It was necessary to put a system of brick 
partitions into the cellar to turn the water 
and keep it within bounds, and some kind 
of a pump had to be rigged to take out the 
water. Pumps also had to be dug for the 
water to gather in, so the pumps could 
handle it. Then, when the pumps were se- 
lected, they put in injectors that consumed 
a lot of steam when there was no water in 
the pumps. Had they put in centrifugal 
pumps there would have been very little 
power consumption when the pumps were 
running idle, and the power which was 
thus consumed would be generated at the 
least possible cost, instead of having to be 
provided through an injector at a steam 
consumption of 300 to 400 pounds of steam 
per horse-power hour. That is where a 
good deal was wrong with this mill. And 
another thing, instead of building a nice 
little boiler house outside of the main 
building they put the 350-horse-power en- 
gine right down in that cellar, and then 
tried to wall up around the belt so as to 
keep the water off that. They did it, but 
it cost a lot of money. 

In a mill not 1,000 miles from New York 
City Hall there is a rig in the rag room 
which ought to be in a good many other 
mills. There is another rig of this kind 
within about the same distance of Hol- 
yoke, but outside of these two mills, and 
perhaps no other mill within the same ra- 
dius of Boston, I do not remember to have 
seen the device, which is nothing more or 
less than a reversible apron placed between 
the two rotary bleach-filling holes and an- 
other apron placed between the two holes 
of the other bleach. Where there is only 
one bleach with two openings, or two 
bleaches with one opening each, of course 
there will be but one apron needed, but 
where there are two bleaches with two 
openings each, then two reversible aprons | 
will be needed, so that the rags can be de- 
livered into either hole without having to 
be touched by hand. 

There are several methods of reversing 
the direction of an apron, but the two 
ways commonly used are both by the use 
of gearing. In one case the apron-driving 
roll is driven by bevel gears, the pinions 
being on the drive shaft (two pinions) and 
the large gear on the roll. By sliding the 
driving shaft endwise a little either pinion 
may be made to engage the gear, thus 
driving the apron in either direction as de- 
sired. The other way is to use spur gear- 
ing, the large gear being on the roll as be- 
fore, the small driving gear having two in- 
termediate pinions between it and the large 
gear. The two intermediates are so

APPLETON, Wis., October 4, 1898. 

The state of business exhibits no partic- 
| ularly fresh features this week. The short- 
age of pulp continues, and is becoming 
more stringent, as there has been no water 
to do grinding of any account for a num- 
| ber of weeks. One large concern which 
is accustomed to make its own pulp has 
been compelled to close down some of its 
paper machines on this account. So far as 
prices are concerned, in all lines of paper 
it may be said in general that the market 
remains very firm. Some of the mills re- 
port that they are turnine down orders for 
some grades of product, but in general, 
again, it may be said the mills as a whole 
could do move business if they had it to 
do. The fact of the matter is that almost 
all the mills during the summer were put 
in the best possible condition through gen- 
erous and thorough repairs and improve- 
ments to accommodate what was expected 
to be a fall business of old-time volume. 
While business is fairly good, it cannot be 
truthfully said that every hope has been 
realized. A traveling salesman who visits 
the East and West calling on the paper 
manufacturers told your correspondent 
to-day that his observation convinced him 
that the West was better off than the East 
in the matter of market conditions. There 
seemed to be less scramble for orders, and 
prices and. orders seemed to be more 
steady. There seems to be no change in 
the demand for and price of flat papers. 
Books are improving a little all the time, 
and manillas and print are quite steady.

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At this season of the year an increased 
demand for paper is always looked for, 
and while some little improvement is re- 
ported, the improvement is far short of 
what it ought to be. 

Occasional spurts are experienced, but 
they soon die out and then a dull spell 
follows. 

Such has been the condition of the pa- 
per business in this section for many 
months. Competition is just as close as 
ever, and the desire to book orders in a 
dull market brings prices down to ruin- 
ous figures and lowers the grades of the 
paper. 

Instead of the selling price being based 
upon the quality of the paper, the price to 
be obtained is the factor and that regu- 
lates the grade of the paper, some of 
which is getting to be pretty poor, al- 
though it seems to serve a_ purpose. 
Standard grades that are kept up to a rec- 
ognized quality command a fair price 
when such papers must be had, but the 
tendency seems to be to try something 
cheaper in order to save a fraction of a 
cent per pound. Possibly in time a reac- 
tion will set in. 

The paper stock market is still subject 
to a limited demand, which naturally af- 
fects that branch of trade adversely. Man- 
ufacturers, it is said, are fairly well sup- 
plied with rags for the present, and are 
not inclined to anticipate future needs. 
Occasional orders for some special grade 
of stock come to hand, but general buy- 
ing is restricted. 

George W. Seaverns, of Lawrence, 
Mass., returned a few days ago from 
Washington, D. C., and reports having 
turned out a run of paper from clear to- 
bacco stems. The experiments were made 
in the mill of George Hills, Jr., Washing- 
ton, D. C., under patents owned by Buck- 
ingham & Tilden, of that city. From 500 
pounds of tobacco stems 300 pounds of 
paper were produced, the product being a 
clear tobacco paper, which is to be used 
for cigarette wrappers in the place of rice 
paper. Mr. Seaverns claims that this is 
the first successful run of paper from to- 
bacco stems ever made in this country, 
and he states that there is a good, profit- 
able market for the product.

When Mr. McMurray per- 
fected his device and adjusted it to the 
guard board the results were watched with 
considerable interest and after a few 
months’ use the value of the guard was 
fully demonstrated. Pending the granting 
of the patent papers little publicity was 
given to the invention and yet it was being 
constantly “talked about” and orders for 
the guard were being received from every 
paper maker becoming conversant with its 
merits.

Sebastian A. Rudolph, proprietor of the 
Ashland Paper Mills, West Manayunk, Pa., 
is about to give up the manufacture of 
book and news paper, and is having the 
plant altered and enlarged, for the purpose 
of making and printing wall paper. He 
will spend about $50,000 in enlarging and 
equipping the mills. The work includes 
the erecting of a three-story stone and 
brick addition, 80 feet long, on the Belmont 
avenue front. This will give a combined 
frontage of 300 feet along the avenue. The 
changes will, it is expected, be completed 
| in time for making up the spring samples. 
The force of operatives will be increased 
from 20 to 130. 


A paper mill is to be built in Chester, 

Pa. The building will be two stories high, 
90 by 100 feet, and will have a back build- 
ing for the engine room and boilers, about 
22 by 20 feet. The contract has been award- 
ed and ground for the building was to have 
been broken October 3. The building will 
be erected on the property of John W. 
| Gray and brother. The mill will be oper- 
ated by Mr. Garrett, paper dealer, Chester. 
The paper to be manufactured is of a kind 
| that Mr, Garrett has a great sale for. The 
plant will be operated by about a dozen 
men. 

The Cataract Paper Company, Syracuse, 
N. Y., has leased the tissue paper mill of 
the Little Falls Paper Company, Fayette- 
ville, N. Y. The same will be started up 
at once on white and manilla tissue papers. 
The mill contains one 86-inch machine, 
three beating engines and one Jordan en- 
gine. It has fine water power, the fall being 
42 feet. The mill is capable of turning out 
| 400 to 500 reams of tissue per day. 
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IRON OR WOOD TUBS, LAID OR STEEL BARS AND KNIVES. 


The Racquette River Paper Company, 
Potsdam, N. Y., has bought 5,600 acres of 
virgin forest land in the township of James- 
town for $33,500. The purchase was made 
of L. P. Hale, receiver of the Canton Lum- 
ber Company, and is a very valuable addi- 
tion to the pulp lands held by the com- 
pany. 

There are 66,000 acres in the Adirondack 
Preserve in the Racquette River region 
which was recently purchased by W. C. 
Whitney and Patrick Moynehan. They 
have just sold a million feet of timber to 
the International Paper Company, to be 
converted into pulp for news. 





SOUTHERN STATES. 


The Linton Coated Paper Company, 
Richmond, Va., which was burned out a 
short while ago, has decided to locate in 
Manchester. The vacant factory at Thir- 
teenth and McDonough streets has been 
leased for three years, with first option of 
purchase at the expiration of that time by 
the company. Possession was had October 
1. Machinery is already being put in the 
building, and work is expected to begin 
with as little delay as possible. This con- 
cern employs about forty persons, nearly 
all men. 





The Crescent Engraving and Printing 
Company, Evansville, Ind., has been in- 
corporated by Frederick W. Cook, Jr., 
Henry E. Cook and William H. Merithew. 
Capital stock, $5,000. 
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H. G. Aldrich has purchased the share in 
the firm of Weston, Dean & Aldrich, Gou- 
verneur, N. Y., which was owned by the 
late Abijah Weston, Painted Post, whose 
death recently foreshadowed some sort of 
change in the firm. The style of the firm 
has been changed to Aldrich, Dean & Ald- 
rich. The firm is the owner not only of 
the fine water power and plant at Natural 
Dam, but had large holdings of valuable 
timber lands in the forest. The firm, it is 
said, will make such changes as will utilize 
the water power and spruce wood in the 
manufacture of pulp and paper. 








PAPER-MAKING MACHINE. 


A patent has been granted for a paper- 
making machine, the specifications and ex- 
planations of which are as follows: 

In paper-mdking machines the stock or 
stuff out of which paper is to be made is 
necessarily accompanied during a part o{ 
the operation of forming it into paper by a 
large quantity of water, which after per 
forming its function must be discharged 
therefrom in order that the paper-forming 
operation may be completed. At differen: 
stages of this operation of forming th. 
stock or stuff into paper water is expressed 
from it by means of moving cylindrical 
surfaces, between which such stock or stuf 
or the partially formed paper is passed and 
pressed while moving onward. This wate; 
thus discharged enters into the angula: 
space or recess existing at the entrance sid 
of these cylindrical surfaces in front of thei; 
nipping points, and with the exception o/ 
its excess portion, which flows away b) 
being backed up or by gravity, such wate: 
accumulates and is maintained in said spac: 
or recess by the holding action exerted by) 
the devices operating upon the stuff or 
stock or in connection with it or its travel 
ing suppart or carrier, and this water ex 
pressed from the paper stuff or stock or its 
carrier and present in this space or recess 
is\enabled to re-enter the paper stuff or 
stock or its traveling support or carrying 
device during the paper-forming operation 
at times when the removal of water is an 
essential thing. This angular space or re- 
cess exists between the forming felt and 
the couch roll in a cylinder paper-making 
machine, between the forming wire and the 
couch rolls in a Fourdrinier paper-making 
machine, and between the carrying felt and 
the press rolls in all paper-making ma- 
chines and would exist between two press 
rolls if the carrying felt were omitted. The 
existence of a body of water in such an 
gular spaces or recesses and its being ab- 
sorbed or taken up therefrom operates in 
juriously in various ways in the paper- 
forming operation. By re-entering the 
stock, stuff, or forming paper it acts to 
stain parts of the paper to such an extent 
that a practically perfect product, so es 
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sential in this art, is not obtained. By re- 
wetting the stock, stuff, or forming paper 
or the carrier thereof it necessitates more 
extended operations, in producing paper. 
By accumulating impure or injurious mat- 
ter it not only imparts the same to the 
stock, stuff, or forming paper carrying de- 
vices, soon rendering them inoperative, but 
enables them to impart such impurities to 
the stock or stuff undergoing formation 
into paper. 

The invention therefore has for its ob- 
ject the rapid and constant removal of this 
injurious water; and it consists in provid- 
ing this angular space or recess in front of 
or at the entrance side of said cylindrical 
surfaces, between which latter the layer or 
web of paper stock or stuff or the unfin- 
ished paper is during its different stages of 
formation carried and pressed, which 
means for not only discharging the water 
rom the recess at the entrance side of or 
in front of the nipping point of one or more 
oacting sets of such cylindrical surfaces, 
but keeping said recess free from such 
water by preventing its accumulation there- 
in, so that water once expelled from the 
stuff or stock undergoing formation into 
paper may not return to the stock, stuff, or 
forming paper or to the carrying devices or 
traveling support thereof or convey impur- 
ities into the forming paper or to the stock 
or stuff carrying devices, as the wire apron 
or a felt, by which, especially a felt, such 
impurities would be taken up, retained, and 
given off to the stock or stuff or become 
embodied with the felts to such an extent 
as to require their frequent washing and 
stopping the machine for that purpose. 

Some of the advantageous results conse- 
quent upon the yse of this invention are. the 
enabling of the stock or stuff to be worked 
drier, and hence formed more speedily into 
paper, a diminution of the loss of paper due 
to stained portions or breaking of the web, 
and the making of more paper in a given 
time, because it renders breaking of the 
stock, stuff, or paper and stoppage of the 
machine less frequent. 

In the particular form herein especially 
used as the illustrative example of the em- 
bodiment of this invention the said means 
consist of a water conductor or plate that 


so coacts with the said recess, preferably by 
entering into or tapping the same, that it 
operates to liberate and convey said body 
of water therefrom. 

A practical embodiment of this invention 
as embraced in conductor form is illustrat- 
ed in the accompanying drawings by so 
much of a Fourdrinier paper machine as is 
necessaty to an understanding of the in- 
vention. 

Fig. 1 illustrates a diagrammatic side 
elevation of that portion of a Fourdrinier 
paper machine, intermediate its ends, to 
which this improvement is applicable in 
connection with its couch and first and sec- 
ond press rolls; but this figure particularly 
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shows the practical machine now existing 
in the art devoid of this improvement and 
exhibits the defective operations which the 
said invention obviates. Fig. 2 1s an en- 
larged side elevation of the couch rolls. de- 
tached from the machine and having one 
form of this invention applied to them. Fig. 
3 is a similar view of one set of the press 
rolls detached from the machine and hav- 
ing another form of this invention appiled 
to them, and Fig. 4 is a similar view of an- 
other set of the press rolls detached from 
the machine and having a further modified 
form of said invention applied to them. 

To aid a ready understanding of this in- 
vention, an explanation of it will be given 
in connection with the machine illustrated 
in Fig. 1, as well as its relation to the 
mechanisms shown detached in the other 
figures. 

In the making of paper large quantities 
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| of water are necessarily used. The fibrous 
material is surcharged with water to float 
the same over and upon the wire apron 1, 
so as to enable its formation into a web 
thereon, and while this body of fibrous 
stock or stuff is being interlaced to form it 
into a web on said wire while traveling on- 
ward, supported thereby through agitation 
imparted to it by the lateral shaking of the 
wire apron, it parts with much of its water, 
which as it is liberated descends through 
the wire into a vat beneath for removal. 
In passing the suction boxes, one, O, of 
which is shown, this web of fibres is de- 
nuded of more of its water, but remains a 
thick, endless, saturated body or web a, hav- 
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ing cohesion enough to enable it to be 
made into paper by removing its remain- 
ing water through pressure and by drying. 
For this purpose this saturated body or 
web of interlaced fibres is first given great- 
er cohesion and strength by the action of 
the cylindrical surfaces or couch rolls 2 9, 
between which it is led directly from the 
wire 1 and by which it is compressed to 
partially consolidate its body, during which 
action a large proportion of the water it 
still contains is expelled. It is thus given 
the condition and substance of a wet web, 
which must be again pressed and dried to 
constitute it finished paper. At the nip of 
these couch rolls, through which the wire 
I supports and carries the saturated web in 
its passage through the machine (said wire 
returning about the lower couch roll), a 
large quantity of water is constantly pressed 
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through the wire into the recess formed be- 
tween said wire and the upper side of the 
lower couch roll. This body of water as 
its quantity sufficiently accumulates con- 
stantly loses a certain excess, which de- 
scends by gravity into the vat beneath the 
said wire and couch rolls; but a quantity 
thereof is as constantly held in this recess 
(see rolls 2 9, Fig. 1) by the action of the 
onwardly moving wet web with its natural 
affinity therefor or by the frictional action 
of the onwardly moving surface of the low- 
er couch roll or by the action of the at- 
tractive force of the globules of water con- 
tained in the interstices of the wire or by 
two or all of them, and the consequence is 
that this body of water will not only resist 
the action of gravity and remain in said re- 
cess, but it will continuously accumulate 
dirt or other matter injurious to the paper 
when finished and will convey the same to 
the forming paper. The body of water thus 
constantly maintained in this recess acts to 
as constantly return moisture once re- 
moved therefrom to the then wet paper 
stock or stuff, and thus increases the opera- 
tions necessary to make it into a finished 
or dry paper or acts to so diminish the 
effectiveness of those employed as to re- 
quire an increase of the drying devices. To 
avoid these injurious and modifying defects 
the couch rolls are by the present invention 
provided with a water conductor, as illus- 
trated in Fig. 2, the structure of which is 
preferably a metal plate A, the shape of 
which is such that its forward portion or 
end will penetrate into the recess where 
this injuriously acting body of water is first 
received and would otherwise be main- 
tained, which conductor or plate so oper- 
ates as to liberate the water from the influ- 
ences holding it there that it readily moves 
out of the recess, passes immediately away 
from the wire, the web, paper stock or stuff 
it- carries, and the couch rolls and is dis- 
charged from the machine. This action 
continuously takes place, with the result 
that the water is rapidly discharged from 
said recess as it is received therein from 
the wet web of stock or stuff and its carry- 
ing wire, so that neither rewetting of said 
paper stock or stuff nor its wire can take

For this purpose such damp 
web of paper is led from the felt 5 and con- 
veyed to the dryers, which are interiorly 
heated cylinders, one, 7, only of which is 
shown, in contact with the surface of which 
the damp paper web is held and carried by 
the dryer felt 8, as indicated by the dotted 
lines.

or winding it into rolls. The still wet web 
when it arrives at the nip of the first press 
rolls 4 10 will be pressed thereby and much 
additional water will be expressed there- 
from, as this is a pressing operation much 
greater than that of the couch rolls and is 
applied to substantially consolidate said 
web and more nearly convert it into paper, 
and when pressed by the second press rolls 
a more powerful pressure may be applied 
for the reason that but little water then re- 
mains which can be expressed, and this 
operation finishes the product except to 
dry out the dampness it retains. These first 
press rolls, as well as the second press rolls, 
are usually set on axes which are relatively 
vertically arranged, and hence the water- 
holding recess formed between them out- 
wardly from their nipping point in the di- 
rection from which the paper web is re- 
ceived by them furnishes a more nearly 
horizontal base to act in aid of the support 
and retention of the injurious body of water 
that enters this recess between the rolls as 
it is pressed out of the web and passes 
through the felt 3 into said recess, from 
which disposition of these rolls its reten- 
tion there tends to be readily effected by 
the onward movement of the rolls and that 
of the felt, and from which recess the effect 
of gravity thus modified will not remove 
more of it than the excess quantity which 
accumulates at or beyond the outer face of 
the lower roll, as is seen in Fig. 1, in con- 
nection with both sets of these press rolls. 
These press rolls are provided with a high- 
ly polished surface for contact with the 
web, and the excess water discharged over 
them is sometimes stripped from their sur- 
face by a doctot plate, which not only 
cleans them by removing from them the 
excess water that flows over the outer front 
side of the lower roll, but directs the water 
into their vats; but these doctors have no 
effect upon the water retained in said re- 
cess, because such water is held there by 
other causes not affected by the doctor. To 
efficiently remove the injurious body of 
water held in the recess at the front of these 
press rolls and keep the recess clear, there 
is applied to them the water conductor, 
constructed preferably as shown in Fig. 3, 
which consists, as before explained, prefer- 
ably of a metal plate curved to conform 
to the are of the roll to which it is applied 
with its forward syrface entered into said 
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recess, it may be, quite closely to the nip of 
the press rolls and provide its rear end with 
a trough B, from which the accumulating 
water may be removed in any convenient 
way. When the forward end or edge of 
this conductor is so entered into the said 
recess between press rolls, the body of 
water otherwise constantly retained in con- 
tact with the press roll and felt, and thus 
enabled to so act as to greatly modify the 
paper-making operation and injuriously af- 
fect the quality of the paper, is surely re- 
moved from or drained out of said recess 
and discharged from the machine by the 
trough B and a pipe or other similar means 
that may be provided, thus keeping said re- 
cess clear and ridding the paper-making 
machine, as heretofore constructed, from 
the faulty action and injurious effects pro- 
duced by the accumulation and retention 
of the water between these press rolls. 

In Fig. 4 another modification of this 
water conductor is shown, which for con- 
venience is in this instance shown as ap- 
plied to the second press rolls. Here it is 
illustrated as having a forward member or 
conductor A, which is a curved plate suit- 
ing the general curvature of the lower press 
roll 11, which plate is supplemented with a 
top D, bottom C, and rearward member E, 
and is to have two ends (not shown) 
whereby it is converted into a box which 
is provided with a long receiving orifice 
that may protrude into said recess, which 
structure, while enabling the water that is 
to be removed to freely enter into it, will 
prevent the water, if in a foamy condition 
or agitated through any cause, from 
splashing against the rolls, wire, or felt. 
This box will of course be supplied with 
a pipe, as P, through which the water it re- 
ceives may be removed. It is to be observed 
that this water conductor supports the 
water independently of the lower roll, thus 
preventing its contact therewith and its ad- 
hesion thereto to any active extent and 
whereby the onward driving effect thereof is 
avoided, and as this conductor presents a 
smooth supporting guiding surface for the 
water gravity will immediately act to cause 
its backward flow out of this recess so 
quickly that it will not accumulate in quan- 
tity sufficient to again reach the wire or felt 
through which it flowed, and hence cannot 
adhere thereto to modify this action or pass 
through the same and re-enter the paper 
stock or stuff from which it was derived. 
In other words, this water is thus given a 
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new and quiescent basic support that is in- 
dependent of the surface of the roll and iso- 
Jated from the onward driving force there- 
of, and such water is thus brought within 
the active discharging force of gravity 
alone and is thereby enabled to rapidly flow 
out of said recess, and the same is kept free 
and clear from injurious water or deleteri- 
ous matter contained therein. 

Concerning the damaging effect of water 
made use of in the production of paper it is 
to be noted that where water, even though 
it be pure, is allowed to soak into a paper 
web by moving backward into the same 
after it has been expelled therefrom it has 
the effect to impart to the web stains that 
present irregular bounds or form waved 
lines which are the limits to which this re- 
turning water extends before it is so far 
absorbed as to cease its movement. These 
stains are readily perceived in the finished 
paper and cause the sections of the web 
containing them to be useless, which dam- 
aging action of the water, pure or impure, 
is prevented by this invention. 

Another and important beneficial effect 
is produced by this improvement upon the 
endless felts, which in order to operate to 
the best advantage in forming the paper 
web are made wider than the press rolls are 
long, whence it follows since their edges pro- 
jecting beyond such rolls are not clamped 
between the rolls, but on the contrary are 
free, that they are in the best condition to 
readily absorb water if the same is present 
in said recess between the press rolls. The 
result is when water is present there and 
the edges of the felt become charged with it 
they not only carry the water onward and 
flirt it over the machine, but in conse- 
quence of such wet edges being in contact 
with the paper web after it has passed the 
press rolls they give off the water they car- 
ry to the edges of the paper and thus im- 
pregnate the otherwise drier body of the 
web with water, so that the pressing and 
Grying thereof must be great enough for 
the treatment of the wet edges, or, other- 
wise stated, in excess of what is required 
for the body portion. 

It is to-be noted that while the curved 
form of the conductor is not essential it is 
advantageous, because it leaves the said re- 
cess as free from obstruction as is possible 
and thus affords the largest waterway. 

It may now be said that this invention is 
applicable generally in either of the forms 
shown not only to couch rolls, but to as 
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many press rolls as may require it or it is 
found desirable to equip with it, according 
to the quality or thickness of paper being 
made. 

By means of this invention a high speed 
of production may be attained, as the paper 
is stronger because drier at all stages of 
its formation, larger couch and press rolls 
may be employed, the number of sets of 
press rolls may be reduced, anda less ex- 
tent of drying surface be required or less 
heat needed to accomplish the drying op- 
eration. | 

In consequence of the fact that this con- 
ductor prevents the return of practically all 
water that is once removed from the stock 
and the wire or felt carrying the same, with 
the advantages already stated, it also re- 
sults in causing the forming paper to be 
made drier in the earlier stages of and 
throughout its formation, and therefore en- 
ables its course of travel to be lessened and 
permits of a reduction of the great length 
in which these machines are now con- 
structed, 

The application of these improvements to 
a paper machine enables stronger paper to 
be made, because being formed drier it 
does not require to be heated so much and 
injured thereby. It enables more paper to 
be made in a given time, because in the 
web state it is drier, and hence not so lia- 
ble to break and make waste. It saves the 
felt of the driers from injury, because a 
lower degree of heat may be used, and the 
paper when led to them not being so wet 
as when made by a machine without this 
improvement there is less wetting and con- 
sequent drying of said felts, which rots | 
them. It improves the quality of the paper 
by running faster, because there is less 
water to take out of it during the greater | 
portion of its formation, and by its action 
it keeps impurities from entering the felts 
and thus soiling them, so that they require 
frequent washing, which is detrimental in 
that felts frequently washed are thereby 
worn out and rendered useless, and it pre- 
vents the edges of the press felts from re- 
ceiving water and carrying it into the bor- | 
ders of the paper beyond the rolls. 

In some cases the stock or stuff under- 
going formation into paper may be so far 
freed from water as it leaves the couch or 
first press rolls that it can be led to and 
passed through the first or second press 
rolls without the aid of a carrying felt, in 
the absence of which felt this invention will 
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coact with the web of stock or stuff and a 
press roll and operate to almost completely 
remove its remaining dampness, and such 
an arrangement is therefore comprehended 
by this invention. 

Although the,precise structure of this in- 
vention herein used for its exemplification 
has been described as a conductor or plate 
of metal, it is to be understood that any 
material suitable for its construction and 
capable of performing its function may be 
adopted—such, for instance, as hard rub- 
ber, oilcloth, and the like sufficiently stiff, 
strong, and durable material—and where 
the material used is very hard, as some 
metals, it is desirable to provide the front 
end of the conductor with a lip-piece of 
rubber, leather, oilcloth, or the like, so 
that it may bear upon the roll and make a 
close joint therewith without marring said 


roll.

Mr. Johnston assumes in a letter dated April 22, 1898, published on page 17 of your 
issue of May 12th, that in a letter previously published by me I have attempted to discredit

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market was feverish and irregular. Call 
loans and stock collateral were easy at an 
average of 2% per cent., the day’s extremes 
being 2 and 2% per cent. The close was at 
2@2™% per cent. Banks and trust compa- 
nies quote 3 per cent. as the minimum for 
call loans, though some loans have been 
kept by them at 3% per cent. The time 
loan branch of the market is easy. Quota- 
tions are 3@3% per cent. for sixty to nine- 
ty days, 3% for four and 3%4@4 per cent. 
for five and six months on good Stock Ex- 
change collateral. Local commercial paper 
is in moderate supply.
